(AP) — Communist guerrillas 
blew up four cars of a crowded 
passenger train Thursday and 
killed 20 Vietnamese in one of 
the worst instances of terrorism 
directed against civilians. For- 
ty were injured. 


Victims were being taken 


from 
the twisted and putted 


wreckage today by Vietnamese 
rscue crews who had labored 
all through the night. 


American sources said many 


women 
and 
children 
were 


aboard the train, traveling from 
Nha Trang to Saigon to visit 
relatives. The 
explosion oc- 


curred about 10 miles south of 
Nah Trang, a coastal resort. 


Helicopters took the injured to 


military hospitals. 


Most of those killed died in 


the initial explosions of a series 
of land mines detonated by 
guerrillas hiding in a jungle 
along the track. Nearly all the 
injured were caught in fires 
that swept through two crowded 
cars. 


Three cars were overturnec 


and a fourth derailed in the ex- 
plosions.

Quake Again 
Rocks City 
in Japan 


NIIGATA, 
Japan 
(AP)- 


Another earthquake rocked this 
northern port city tonight as it 
struggled with the aftermath of 
Tuesday's quake—Japan's most 
violent in 40 years. 


Buidings already 
weakened 


on Tuesday suffered damage. 
Jut there were no immediate 
reports of new deaths 
or in- 


uries. 
U.S. Air Force planes para- 
chuted another 14 tons of fire 
fighting chemical foam to Niiga- 
a's weary firemen at dusk. A 
>ilot said a block-square stor- 
jge tank complex on the water- 
frtnt was still burning fiercely, 
shooting flames 300 to 400 feet 
nto the air, as his plane made 
a pass over the stricken city. 


A few minutes before the new 


quake, Niigata's fire chief said 
he fire was being contained in

;anks wnt up in flames after 
Tuesday's quake. 


The quake ripped across an 


11 - prefecture area, killing a 
known total of 25, injuring more 
than 400, and leaving thousands 
nomeless.

President Johnson scoffed today 
at staunch advocates of states 
rights, saying those who view 
the United States as 50 separate 
countries are "as out of date as 
the dinosaur." 


Johnson presumably intended 


lis remarks to be applied to the 
camp of Sen. Barry Goldwater 
of Arizona, leading contender 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination. However, Goldwa- 
ter 
doubtless 
would quarrel 


with any suggestion that he 
sees the United States as a col- 
lection of separate countries. 


This was the second install- 


ment of a frankly political mes- 
sage that Johnson 
carried to 


vote-heavy California at the out- 
set of a three-day tour. 


Stopping earlier to view late 


model military and spacecraft 
at Edwards Air Force Base in 
the Mojave Desert, Johnson re- 
minded a crowd of several 
thousand that California 
has 


reaped $21 billion of defense 
contracts during the Kennedy- 
Johnson years. 


The chief executive flew to 


Concord, 30 miles east of San 
Francisco, to break ground for 
the bay area's 75-mile rapid- 
transit system. 


Arguing that the federal gov- 


ernment has a responsibility to 
help solve big-city transit prob- 
lems, Johnson said: •• 


"The idea that we are 50 


separate countries, that the fed- 
eral government — representing 
the destiny of 190 million people 
—does not have.a duty to meet 
the needs of these people — this 
idea is as out of date as the di- 
nosaur.'

Icranton today of asking him to 
ell out his principles by sup- 
porting the civil rights bill Gold- 
water said he will oppose. 


Goldwater, the leading candi- 


date for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination, asked in a 
elegram to his rival if Scran- 
on wasn't "asking me to sell 
out my principles and aren't 
you, in effect, saying that un- 
ess I do, I will be punished by 
lot receiving the nomination?

Goldwater has announced he

conceived, deceptive,

and iniquitous legislation that 
ever engaged serious consider*' 
tion of Congress. 


McClellan said that he thought 


time and subsequent events 
would prove the righteousness o| 
"our Southern call." 


"Never in my experience have 


I witnessed in the legislative 
process a measure that contains 
mor pernicious, brutal and vin- 
dicative provisions than those 
embodied in the several titles of 
this act," he said. 


McClellan added that vesting 


of such enormous power in fed- 
eral authority is tantamont to 
sowing the seed of dictatorship 
in the field of democracy.
